3 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a method for controlling a 
drive train for a motor vehicle as recited in claim 10; specifically, wherein the method 
includes the step of carrying out the gear change exclusively with the clutch disengaged 
when a malfunction exists in a component of the drive train.
